REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: During the 
Appeal Conference with Supervisor S. Anna Jiang and Primary Examiner Leigh Maier, it 
was agreed that Appellants remarks about the carboxylated cellulose esters of the Lee 
patent as not being biodegradable as evidence by the low carboxylic content of its 
compounds (0.14 to 0.3% w/w) as well as the intended uses of the compounds as 
coating formulations for various products such as paper, plastic, metal, wood, boards 
and galvanized sheets were persuasive. Therefor the prior art rejection of record is 
withdrawn. Thus, the application is in condition for allowance. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
